Levi Morton's Daughter fore- 
stalls Her Noble Husband, 


He Wanted Pope To Dissolve Mar- 
rigae Because Wife Is Child- 
less and the Latter Promptly 
Applied to Civil Courts 
for Divorce. 


Paris, June 6.—In consequence of dif- 
‘erences between the duke and duchess 
of Valencay, steps have been taken to 
dissolve the marriage. The duchess was 
Helen Morton, a daughter of Levi P. 
Morton, of New York city. 

It is learned in authoritative quarters 
tonight that the duke’s mother, having 
asked’ the sanction of the pope for an 
annulment on the ground that the mar- 
riage had been without issue, the duchess 
has applied to the civil courts for a legal 
dissolution, the grounds being withheld 
for the present. The duke, who is a 
scion of the ancient and princely house 
of Talleyrand-Sagen, is at his magnificent 
chateau on the Loire. The duchess is in 
Paris at the family residence adjacent 
to the Boulevard St. Germain. She is in 
constant communication with her father, 
who has been here for some time. Close 
fricnds have long realized that an 
estrangement had taken place with the 
duke staying continually at his chateau, 
while the duchess remained in Paris, 
Thus far only members of the two 
families and their intimate friends are 
aware of the steps:‘that have been token.

HEAVY FIRING IS HEARD 
IN DIRECTION OF LIAO YANG 

Tientsin, June 6.—Heavy ffiring was 
heard at Niuchwang this morning, com- 
ing in the direction of Liao-Yang. 

The Russians have evacuated Sin-Min- 
Tung (about 30 miles west of Mukden) 
and its vicinity. 

It is said that the troops which were 
at Sin-Min-Tung are joining troops on 
the road to Mukden. Nothing is known 
at Niuchwang of the Japanese moves. 


RUSSIAN GUNBOAT SEEN 
TO EXPLODE AND GO DOWN 
Tokio, June 6, !! a. m.—The destroyer 
flotilla engaged in watching Port Ar- 
thur from the eastward reports that at 
7:40 p. m., June’ 4, a Russian gunboat 
Was seen to explode and sink near Chen- 
Tao-Shan. The vessel with another 
gunboat, a destroyer and other steamers, 
was evidently clearing the vicinity of 
mines. Vice Admiral Togo expresses 
the opinion that the explosion was caused 
by a Japanese torpedo, The name of the 
gunboat destroyed is unknown. 


JAP LEFT A MESSAGE 
FOR HIS RUSSIAN FOES 

Port Arthur, Sunday, June 5.—Among the 
documents found on the steamer Yeddo, 
one of the vessels sunk at the mouth of 
the harbor, the following deflance was 
discovered fastened on the rail of the 
bridge: 

‘Remember, my dear Russian sailors, 
my name is Lieutenant Commander 
Keriso. This is my second visit. My 
first was on the Kossuko. I will come 


again.”’ 
Keriso was found among the dead. 


GENERAL KUROPATKIN 
COMMANDS FROM A TRAIN 

St. Petersburg, June 6.—As cabled to 
the Associated Press Saturday, Kuropat- 
kin sent several thousand men down the 
railroad to see what could be done to 
impede the Japanese operations. ‘I'his 
force, which there is best reason to believe 
does not exceed 10,000 men at the most, 
is reported to be advancing on the pen- 
insula. 

Kuropatkin is on board a special head- 
quarters train, which is constantly at his 
disposal. His trip may be only for tne 
purpose of personally examining the gitu- 
ation.

RUSSIAN GUNS 


PLAYED ON JAPS, 


Veiy Sharp Outpost Fishing 


Is Occuring Daily, . 


Above Kin Chou, the Russians Al- 
lege They Inflicted a Defeat on 
the Japanese by the Use of 
Artillery—Cossack Com- 
mander Is Killed. 


Liao“ Yang, June 6.—Deteils have been 
received here of two smart fights, one 
at Liao Tung and the other in southern 
Manchuria. The former occurred in the 
morning of June 3 at Yan Tsi Antur, 
east of Vanfangow (25 miles above Kin 
Chou). The Russian force consisted of 
an infantrymen regiment, some artillery, 
several companies of Cossacks and a 
squadron of dragoons. The enemy was dis- 
covered in the valley of Pwy-Tsi-Antuo. 
The Russians brought up a battery, 
opened fire and sleared the Japanese out 
of the valley. Then the Russian guns 
were moved to a more favorable position. 
The Japanese, taking advantage of this, 
fired a few shells. The Russian losses 
were Colonel Sereda and seventeen men 
wounded. Both sides retained their posi- 
tions. 

The other fight was between Major Gen- 
eral Mistchenko’s Cossacks and the Japa- 
nese advance posts along the river Kol- 
endsky, north of Taku Shan. It lasted 
from the evening of June 3 till late the 
following day. A company of Cossacks 
tried to cut off a detachment of Japanese 
posted on the heights at Ladziapursy, 
but the enemy brought up reinforcements 
and t®e Russians were reinforced by five 
companies of Cvssacks. Finally 3,000 
Japanese were engaged, including artil- 
lery. The Cossacks repeatedly drove the 
enemy from their entrenchments. The 
Japanese then fled across the river but 
returned with more reinforcements and 
the Russians drew off. The Cossacks 
commander, Colonel Starkoff, was killed 
and two officers and nine men were 
wounded. The Cossacks carried the body 
of their commander to Sui Yen. 


THIRTY JAP SOLDIERS 
SLAIN BY THE RUSSIANS 

Seoul, Korea, June 6.—The Japanese 
consul at Gensan wires that during a 
skirmish which took place on the 3d iIn- 
stant, thirty Japanese soldiers and-.one 
lieutenant were killed and three men 
were severely wounded. The Russians in 
retreating burned a number of Korean 
villages. The natives, seizing old flint 
locks and weapons of all sorts, attacked 
the Cossacks, killing two and wounding 
several. There are about 2,000 Japanese 
troops now at Gensan. 

ATTITUDE OF CHINESE 
ALARMS THE RUSSIANS 

Berlin, June 6.—A special to The Lokal 
Anzieger dated today from Harbin says 
the attitude of the Chinese contniuesg to 
awaken apprehension. Women and chil- 
dren are leaving Harbin. 

The spirit of the Russian troops, the 
dispatch adds, is unbroken.

TWELVE MEN KILLED 
AND EIGHT INJURED 


As Train Reached the Station at In- 
dependence, Colorado, the Infer- 
nal Machine Was Touched Off 
and Death and Destruc- 
_ tion Resulted.

Cripple Creek, Colo., June 6.—T'weive 
men were killed and seven were severely 
wounded today by the explosion of an 
infernal machine at the railroad station 
in Independence. Eleven were killed out- 
right, being blown to pieces, and one 
died later from his wounds. 

All the killed and Injured, with the ex- 
ception of two men from the Deadwood 
mine, were nonunion miners empioyed 
on the night shift of the Findley mine. 

The infernai machine with which the 
murder was committed consisted of a 
quantity of dynamite, probably 300 
pounds, a loaded revolver, and a long fine 
steel wire attached to the trigger. ‘The 
revolver was fastened so that the pulling 
of the trigger would not draw it away. 
ran from under the station 
platform to the cribbing of the UDel- 
monico property, about 400 feet away, 
where its end was fastened to a chair, 
The dynamite was placed ciose to the 
muzzle of the revolver, which was dis- 
charged by pulling the wire. The ball 
from the revolver and the resultant con- 
cussion exploded the dynamite.

Gray and Kenney Forces Reach an} 


A man was seen running down the Nill 
from the Delmonico property after the 
explosion. The Victor troops, who were 
ordered out by Mayor Freuch, were so 
stationed as to keep people from passing 
over the path taken by this man, and 
bloodhounds were sent from Canyon City 
and Trinidad to trail the assassin. 

The infernal machine used today was 
similar to the one exploded in the Vindi- 
eator mine on November 2l, 1903, kill- 
ing two men, 

The men quit work at 2 o'clock this 
morning and were waiting to board a 
suburban train on the Florence and Crip- 
ple Creek railroad to return to their 
homes in Cripple Creek and Victor. 

Just after the engineer of the approach. 
ing- train thew the whistle, as a signal to 
the miners, according to custom, a ter- 
rific explosion occurred under the plat- 
form, on and near which twenty-six men 
were gathered. The platform was bDiown 
into splinters, the station was wrecked 
and a hole 20 feet in circumference and 
20 fet in depth was torn ip the ground. 
Fragments of bodies were hurled several 
hundred feet. 

Several bodies dropped into the pit 
made by the explosion, but heads, hands, 
ears, legs, arms and trunks were strewn 
about on all sides. Pieces of flesh were 
found on buildings 500 feet away, while 
splashes of blood were found on every- 
thing within a radius of 50 feet. 

The force of the explosion was felt 
throughout the camp, and the crash 
awakened everybody. The approaching 
train was stopped and the trainmen rush- 
ed ahead to the scene of the disaster. 
They were joined in a few minutes by 
hundreds of persons, and relief work 
was begun at once. A special train was 
sent frum Cripple Creek, carrying physi- 
cians, nurses, officers and many others, 
but when it reached Independence the 
injured had already been placed on board 
a suburban train and removed to a hos- 
pital in Victor. 

The mangled bodies of the dead, pieced 
together ag well as possible, were re- 
moved to the coroner’s office.

COURT DECIDES 
FREIGHT CASE 


Holds That Railroads Have 
Not Violated the 
Law, 


Jackson, Miss., June 6.—(Special.)—'itne 
supreme court of Mississippi finished the 
docket for the regular March term last 
evening and adjourned until the second 
Monday in November. 

A case of widespread importance pass- 
ed upon by the court just prior to the 
adjournment wag that Laurel Cotton Mills 
v. the Gulf and Ship Island roads, wnick 
involved the right of a railroad company 
to take a freight rate contraact.with a 
shipper that will enable the latter to 
meet competition and also the right of 
railroads to allow milling in transit, 

On the 7th of February, !900, a con- 
tract was entered into between the Gulf 
and Ship island road and citizens of 
Laurel, the terms of which provided tnat 
if the Laurel citizens would erect a cot- 
tun factory the railroad would grant and 
maintain a rate on the manufactured 
goods not to exceed the rates granted to 
points where competitive cotton mills are 
located, notably Meridian and Stonewall, 
Laurel is about 76 miles south of Stone- 
wall. 

The railroad also agreed to allow miil- 
ing in transit. 

The Laurel cotton mills started in oper- 
ation in 1901 and the coutract with the 
Ship Island road continued in force un- 
til 1902, when it was cancelled by the 
railroad company on the grounds that its 
terms were violative of the interstate 
commerce iaws and also the laws of the 
Mississippi railroad commission, being in 
the nature of unlawful discrimination and 
algo violating the law regarding rebates. 

Truly Reverses Lower Court. 


Judge Truly reversed the lower court 
decree an ordered the reinStatement of 
the rates On the ground that there is no 
law prohibiting the railroad company 
from granting the same rates to Other 
mills, corporations in the same territory; 
that the contract does not discriminate, 
is not violative of the interstate com- 
merce law and that the milling in transit 
arrangement is local and is the legiti- 
mate outcome of the establishment of 
new industries and enterurises. Judge 
Truly also pointed out that if the mill- 
ing in transit arrangement, which is gen- 
erally effective in all parts of the coun- 
try, were declared illegal, it would par- 
alyze numerous industries in which mll- 
lions of dollars are involved.

Some time last year Jeff Van Horn 
and Bud Clark were passengers on the 
Frisco from Cordova to Horse créek, and 
while on the train became involved in 
a difficulty which led to a fight. In the 
affray Van Horn struck Clark over the 
head -with a large whisky bottle, and 
pushed him from the door of the baggage 
eoach Into which they had gone during 
the struggle. Clark died some time af- 
terwards from the effects of the fall, it 
was claimed, and suit was brought for 
$20,000. 

The case was tried before Judge Ray, 
of the circuit court, who charged the 
jury that the passenger, Clark, who was 
killed, was entitled to the protection of 
the conductor of the traln, and that the 
conductor, under our statutes, gs vested 
with regular police powers for preserv- 
ing order on his train, and the conductor 
in this instance should have saved the 
life of Clarke, by interfering with Van 
Horn. his assailant, or stopped his train 
and put him off. The evidence showed 
that on the train was the sheriff of the 
county, and it was contended that the 
conductor should have arrested Van Horn 
and turned him over to the sheriff. 

Verdict for Five Thousand. 

The jury brought in a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $5,000 damages. As this 
is the first case of its kind ever deter- 
mined in this state an appeal will be 
taken to establish a precedent. Van 
Horn was tried and convicted in the cir- 
cuit court at a former term of the court 
and is now working out a ten-year sen- 
tence in the coal mines.

WASHINGTON BELIEVES 
CRISIS HAS PASSED 


Thought That Progress Will Be 
Made in Securing the Release 
of the Captives—Why Spain 
Ordered Warships to 
Tangier. 


Washington, June 6.—Rear Admiral 
(hadwick, in a cablegram to the navy 
department today, said that the British 
minister at Morocco had requested the 
English government to send a battleshin 
to Tangier, and gave the informaticn that 
the sulton of Morrocco was expected to 
arrive at Tangier. 

The admira] advised the department 
further that the genera] opinion in 
Tangier was that the naval forces in 
the harbor should not yet be reduced. 
The feeling prevails at the state depart- 
ment that. yesterday marked the crisis 
in Tangier so far as relates to the pos- 
sibility of a Moorish uprising, growing 
out of the large foreign fleet in the har- 
bor. It was the end of a period of de- 
votional worship which invariably in- 
flames the fanciful spirt of the Moors to 
the highest degree, and now that the 
crisis has passeq without an outbreak. 
it is believed. here that progress wili be 
made in the matter of securing the re- 
lease of the captives. The navy depart- 
ment .sees no occasion to diminish the 
naval force at Tangier, notwithstanding 
the s€veral suggestions that such a 
course would be benificial, have appeared 
in the European press. However, this 
matter has been left in the hands of Aqd- 
miral Chadwick.

Why Spain Sent Warships. 


London, June 6.—The fears expressed 
at Madrid that the action of the United 
States in sending a fleet to Tangier was

anything of the exchange of notes men- 
tioned by La Correspondence De Espana, 
The Spanish government appears to be 
acting in perfect harmony with Great 
Britain and the United States and no 
apprehension is expressed in Spanish of- 
ficial circles that the United States has 
any design exce,s to insure the safety 
of Mr. Perdicaris, an American citizen. 
The dispatch of the Spanish battleship 
Pelayo and other Spanish vessels to Tan- 
gier, it is pointed out at the Spanish em- 
bassy, was rendered essential to by the 
large number of Spanish subjects resident 
both in Morocco und in the Spanish ter- 
ritory on the northwest coast of Africa. 
Some fears are expressed that a general 
rising in Moroco might ensue in the vent 
of hasty action by an outside power, but 
it is believed that if France is not ham- 
pered she will be able to secure the re- 
lease of the captivs. Th rumor of the 
suggested sale of the Philippine islands 
to Japan receives no credence here.

“You'll find the dead bogy of your 
brother lying at the bottom of a bank 
between the Southerr shops and the 
Soldiers’ Home.

This message was delivered to a brother 
of E. M. Mayfield, of 562 Martin street, 
who disappeared very mysteriously Sat- 
urday afternoon after he had been paid 
off at the Southern railway shops, where 
he was employed. 

Mayfield is not a drinking man and this 
is the first time he has ever failed to 
appear at his home. A report of his dis- 
appearance was made in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday morning and caused num- 
bers of his friends to &0 out on a hunt 
for him. 


Not believing tthat his brother had 
voluntarily gone from home, and being 
a firm believer in second sight, a brother 
of the missing man went to a mind reader 
yegyerday afternoon and was told that 
after he left the shops of the Southern 
railway Mayfield met with a large, dark 
man and went into the city with him.

The Issue <* Issues. . 

Since the decision of the supreme 
court of the United S@tée& to the 
effect that a citizen of the United 
States is not entitled to a trial by 
a jury of his peers if he happens to 
reside in a “colony” of the United 
‘States, we notice a number of lead- 
ing republican papers advise the 
discontinuance of the practice of de 
livering minority opinions by the 
highest tribunal in the land. The 
objection is the logical sequel of the 
imperialistic programme so far car- 
ried out, and if the republican party 
is indorsed in its usurpations in the 
November election, we may expect to 
see such a course adopted. 

A minority opinion by the justices 
of the supreme~ court does tend to 
Shake public confidence in the judi. 
cial infallibility of that high tribunal, 
especially when there is a 4 to 5 
division and the minority presents ar- 
guments that seem to be sound in 
law and sound in preconceived ideas 
of old-fashioned Americanism and 
constitutionalism. Law may be no 
more of an exact science than medi- 
cine, hut, unless the constitutional hia- 
tory of the republic is apocryphal, 
it will be hard to convince Americans 
imbued with the genius of our insti- 
tutions that past interpretations of the 
constitution of the United Sates are 
not as immutable as the laws of the 
Medes and Persians. The average 
patriotic American will continue to 
trust Marshall and the other great 
expounders of the past in preference 
to such a personnel as is represented 
in the majority decision rendered in 
the late Philippine case. 

The fact has become obvious that 
the supreme court of the United 
States is behind the imperialistic 
programme of the strenuosity polit- 
icians, and, having taken strange 
paths through stranger cons¢ructions 
of the organic instrument, there is 
no telling where the end will lead 
to. The startling legal dogma that 
the constitution does not follow the 
flag has been consistently borne out 
by subsequent judicial opinions and 
executive acts. We need no longer 
marvel to see the declaration of inde- 
pendence, the literary corner stone of 
American liberty, virtually declared 
to be seditious literature when circu- 
lated for popular reading in the 
Philippines and suppressed on that 
account by the American “captain- 
general” at Manila. The whole gam- 
ut of George III’s tyranny is evidently 
to be run in our treatment of the 
Filipino colonials, and the denial of 
the right of trial by jury—a funda- 
mental cause of complaint in Thom- 
as Jefferson’s immortal memorial to 
the world—is but another step in the 
cut and dried programme of colonial 
usurpation. 

If the Philippines cannot be held 
without stultifying American honor 
and negativing American principles 
of government, what American will 
hesitate between relaxing our fortu- 
itous hold upon them and surrender- 
ing ignobly every patriotic tradition 
and tenet of true Americanism? No 
intelligent observer of events can by 
this time doubt that the innovation of 
colonial possessions has demoralized 
and perverted our goverrenent, caus- 
ing its safe landmarks to be lost sight 
of and discrediting our republican in- 
stitutions in the eyes of all nations. 
Even the material sense of Americans 
will frown upon such an unnatural 
relation when it is appreciated that, 
financially, and from all future busi- 
ness prospects, Uncle Sam has grab- 
bed hold of a red-hot poker in the 
Philippines. 

The reasons continue to alarmingly 
multiply why the United States should 
give the Filipinos straightforward and 
specific assurances that the islands 
will be allowed local self-government. 
It is the duty of the democratic party, 
through its forthcoming national con- 
vention, to make the sentiment of the 
majority of the American people 
manifest on this vital proposition. 

Indeed, the republican party has 
brought the republic face to face with 
a crisis involving the very life of 
American institutions.

The Cotton Oil Industry. 
(From The Paint, Olt] and Drug Review.) 

In spite of the attempts of the friends 
of the cotton seed oil industry to keep up 
courage by a show of prosperity, there is 
no disguising the fact that the business 
is in a bad way. Cotton seed oil is one 
of the most valuable of the vegetable 
fats, and under normal conditions its 
value would be substantially recognized 
in the markets of the world by the high- 
est quotations accorded to any of the 
oils. But conditions are not normal. 
There are certain influences at work 
against cotton seed oil, that have power- 
fully depressed it and have combined to 
put it at the bottom of the list. These 
influences are: Opposition of foreign gov- 
ernments, resulting in decreased exports; 
hostile legislation in this country in the 
form of the anti-butterine law; the low 
price of lard, resulting in decreased de- 
mand for compound lard. Against these 
handicaps the cotton seed oil industry Is 
battling, and at the same time the pro- 
duction is increasing from scores of new 
mills which are being erected annually. 

Decreased exports of cotton seed oil 
have been due principally to unfriendly 
legislation in France and other countries. 
In 1901 Italy took nearly 3,600,000 gal- 
lons of oil; now she takes 1,500,000 or 
less. Austria at the same time took about 
4,200,000 gallons of oil; mow she takes 
less than 1,500,000. France took in 1899 
nearly 17,000,000 gallons of oil; now 
about 5,600,000. This leaves a tremendous 
amount to be absorbed@ by the United 
States, as with other countries there is a 
like falling off also. The total of our 
cotton seed oil exports reached high 
water mark in 1899, when we shipped 
abroad 50,627,219 gallons. Since that year 
there has been a steady decline, and dur- 
ing the present fiscal year the exports 
will be about 30,000,000 gallons or less. 

Not less disastrous has been the hostile 
legislation in our own country. The body 
blow which was dealt the butterine in- 
dustry in the 10-cent tax on colored oleo- 
margarine was most unfortunate, and in 
the opinion of all friends of the cotton 
seed industry, was entirely uncalled for. 
When this law first took effect The Re- 
view predicted that it would very seri- 
ously cripple the butterine industry and 
would result in great curtailment of the 
sales of cotton seed oil for butterine 
making. We stated then that it would be 
impossible to manufacture a colored oleo- 
margarine and pay the 1!0-cent tax and 
compete with butter. Our position was 
criticised, but events hhave since proved 
its correctness. Unless the law can be 
proved to De unconstitutional it will con- 
tinue to be & most effectual barrier 
against the sale of cotton seed oil to but- 
terine manufacturers. 

The third great demand for cotton seed 
oil is for the manufacture of compound 
lard. This demand has been curtailed be- 
cause of the low price of leaf lard and 
the consequent stagnation in the com- 
pound lard market. With a continuance 
of cheap corn and a big hog crop and 
abundant lard, there is not much prospect 
of speedy improvement in this industry. 

The normal price of cotton seed oil is 
from 33 to 37 cents per gallon f. o. b. 
mills; today it is selling at 22 to 23 cents 
f. o. b. mills. The mills that are in opera- 
tion and building can produce double the 
quantity of oil per annum that will be 
consumed by the world, and without a 
doubt this condition of affairs will exist 
for many years to come. A prominent 
mil] owner has expressed the opinion that 
there is only one thing for the cotton 
seed oil people of the south to do which 
ean save them from absolute disaster, 
namely, less insane competition among 
themselves for seed, and a reduction in 
the cost of manufacturing the seed. The 
cost of the raw material is going higher 
each season, the markets for oil con- 
tracting, and competition becoming 
sharper all along the line. It has been 
stated that the average price per ton of 
seed through South Carolina this year 
has been something like $21. Against 
this price of seed the manufacturer above 
referred to gives the following as the re- 
turns from the products of a ton of seed, 
and the expense of manufacturing same. 
Forty gallons of oi] at 23 cents per gal- 
lon, $9.20; 30 pounds lint at 5% cents per 
pound, $1.65; 775 pounds meal at $1.20 
per hundred, $9.30; 820 pounds hulls at 
30 cents, $2.46; making a tota! of $22.61. 
Add to the cost of the seed $3.25, the 
cost of manufacturing the seed into this 
product, and the seed and the manufac- 
turing will come to $24.25, while the ac- 
tual net returns from this ton of seed at 
$22.61 makes an absolute losg of $1.64 
per ton on every ton of seed manufac- 
tured under the present conditions It Is 
not apparent in the above statement, but 
there is an actual] loss of from 75 to 100 
pounds in every ton of seed, in the shape 
of dirt, sand, motes, ete. This loss 
amounts to about 5 per cent. This is an 
extreme estimate and it is not at all 
probable that all mills are running at a 
loss; but it proves that the cotton seed 
oil business’ under present conditions, is 
far from profitable.

started? by the overland route from Guat- 
emala for the cotton fiellds, carrying col- 
onies of ants with which experiments will 
be made in the weevil ravaged sections. 
If these experiments prove as successful 
‘@g expected by the department, the ant 
colonies will be imported in a whole- 
gale Manner. Dr. L. O. Howard, the 
chief entomologist of the department, 
has received a report from his experts in 
Texas regarding the reported discovery 


in Bexar county of an ant that destroyed 
the weevil. The report says that the 
ant mentioned is the common Texas ant 
and that nothing umusual has been de- 
veloped by the investigation into the 
matter. It suggests that the weevils had 
been feeding and depositing eggs on the 
plants left over from last season and 
that many of the females which had died 
and had fallen to the ground were eaten 
by| the ants, and adds that as the ex- 
treme dry weather had reduced the num- 
ber of plant lice on the cotton, the ants 
thus deprived of their natural food mere- 
ly took advantage of the opportunity to 
feed on the weevils. 


KENTUCKY SUES 
FOR MILLIONS 


State Wants Southern Pa- 
cific To Pay Back Taxes on 
Property. 


Gouisville, June 6.—Revenue Agent Auv- 
gustus Bizot today renewed, by filing 
encther suit, the proceedings inaugurated 
by William ‘Weller, Jr., during his term 
as sevenule agent against the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company for back taxes 
on property worth $90,000,000. 

The actual amount in litigation is $3,- 
050,000, being taxes at an average rate 
of 70 cents on. the hundred upon a $90,- 
000,000 property for five years, 

The suit instituted by Agent Weller re- 
sulted in “a compromise, the company 
agreeing to pay taxes to the extent of 
€3!2,000. 

Weller prayed the recovery of only 
$1,000,000; While Mr. Bizot asks for $3,- 
050,000. This difference arises out of 
the difference of conception of the defend- 
ant’s lability. Mm Bizot contends that 
the Southern Pacific {is a holding company 
and that as its headquarters is in Ken- 
tucky, it must pay taxes here on its 
holdings everywhere, including steamboat, 
steamship and railway lines, over the 
worki at large. . 

As to the compromise effected by Wel- 
ler, Mr. Bizot says: 

‘The court of appeals decided In the 


game of the city against the Louisville 


Railway Company that a compromise of 
a tax suit operates only as a credit and 
that no taxes can be compromised so as 
to eettle the claim except partially, to 
the extent that the amount paid sets off 


the amount due.’’

TO ROOSEVELT 


Senator's Dying Message Was 
“Don't Name Cortelyou." 


Quay Believed That Secretary of 
Commerce Wouldn’t Succeed as 
Campaign Manager—Other 
Republican Leaders of 
the Same Opinion. 


Washington, June 6.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Quay’s last message to President 
Roosevelt sent to the white house by 
Don Cameron from the senator’s death 
bed, according to a story which has 
reached here from Beaver, Pa., wag one 
of advice, urging the president not to 
appoint Mr. Cortelyou, the secretary of 
commence and labor, chairman of the 
republican national campaign committee. 
According -to the story the senator is re- 
ported as saying: 

“Don, I want you to tell the president 
&s soon as possible that he is making a 
mistake in appointing Cortelyou chair- 
man. Probably I should have no voice 
in the selection, but tell the president 
that he is surely making a mistake. The 
coming campaign will be a hard one, it 
will be one of the hardest tights in tne 
history of the republican party. The op- 
position is strong and it may grow 
stronger and on this account the new 
chairman should be a man who has had 
the greaiest political experience that it is 
possidle to attain.” 

These words from the dying senator 
haVe created a very strong impreasion 
in Washington. ‘dhe fact that Senator 
Quay, according to a well authenticated 
report, Was tne president’s ftirgt choice 
for national chairman, when it became 
KnOWH but Senator Hanna would not 
Serve, adds weight to his whras of ad- 
vice, DUL Senalur Quay is NOt alone in 
His Opposition to mr, OCvorteiyou. sena- 
lur wean, OL New Jersey, Was the pres- 
gents guest at an iniormal tauncneun 
at tne Waite house several days ago, w- 
Bether with senld®ur Aiuricu, of mnode 
ssiand, Who had stopped over on his way 
from Hot Springs, in Virginia, to aus 
home in Providence.

Personally there is 
not a Man in pubiie at the national capi- 
tol today more popular among politicians 
of all sorts and conditions that the sec- 
rétary of commerce and labor, but the 
Objection made to him is that he is not 
a politician and in the opinion of the 
leading republican sgenatorg the head of 
the national campaign committee snouid 
be mot only a politician, but a politiican 
of years of experience. ‘Then there is 
another reason why the republican sena- 
tors are sore at the president because of 
the selection of Mr. Cortelyou. They 
Claim that the president named Mr. Cor- 
telyou and announced his®intention of 
appointing him national chairman with- 
Qutconsulting a republican in the house 
or senate. 


Selection of Cortelyou. 


When the semi-official announcement ¥f 
Mr. Cortelyou’s selection was made, it 
was also stated in the same ‘semi-ofticial 
way that the president had reached this 
opinion after a conference with a number 
of republican leaders. Time has devel- 
oped the fact, however, that the presi- 
dent selected Mr, Cortelyou because he 
wanted him to run his campaign and the 
only men with whom he advised on the 
subject before making the selection were 
ex-Secretary of War Root and Cornelius 
M. Bliss, of New York. When congress 
adjourned it was very generally believed 
that Mr. Bliss would finally decide to 
accept the position of chainman because 
of the pressure brought to bear upon 
him, and it«was not until early in May 
that he did finally and definitely declige 
the offer. A few days later the selection 
of Mr. Cortelyou was anngunced, 

So far as the president is concerned, it 
can be stated that he proposes to stick 
by his appointment, regardless of what 
the politicians have to say. Indeed he 
has as much as told Senator Aldrich, 
Senator Kean and the others who have 
found fault with the selections, and he 
has minced no words in the telling The 
president takes the position that 
he has the right to choose his own cam- 
paign manager and he claims that he 
has found in Mr Cortelyou the man he 
wants for the place 

There is one difficulty, however, in the 
way of Mr. Cortelyou's serving in this 
capacity. It will neither be necessary 
for him to resign from the cabinet or 
retire temporarily. The original plan 
was for him to ‘take a leave of absence 
and the president was to designate the 
assistamt secretary of the department of 
commerce and labor, Mr. Lawrence 
O’Murray, to take charge of it until after 
the election, when the president could 
either reappoint Mr. Cortelyou or trans- 
fer him to the postoffice department and 
have him succeed Postmaster General 
Payne when the latter resigns at the end 
of this administration. It has been 
found, however, that the law does not 
permit the president to designate a per- 
gon to act as head of a departmenr for 
more than thirty days, so that the retire- 
ment of Mr. Cortelyou will make it neces- 
sary for the president to look about for 
anew man to succeed him in the depart- 
ment of cOmmerce and labor. The 
chances are that in case the president's 
plans are carried out, and Cortelyou 
leaves the cabinet to become national 
chairman, that Mr. Garfield, a son of the 
late president, and present commissioner 
of the bureau of corporations, in Mr. 
Cartelyou’s department, would be select- 
ed to succeed him. 

Couldn’t Change Roosevelt. 

Senator Kean and Senator Aldrich, how- 
ever, having faired to change the presi- 
dent the republicans are pecoming ie- 
signed to the situation and will make the 
best of it. Their more expericr ed poli- 
tcians, however, freely express the be-

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POLITICAL GOSSIP OF 


COUNTRY AND STATE: 


By Jos: Ohl. 

From North Carolina comes a sugges- 
tion of the interesting possibility that one 
result of the recent sensational happenings 
in that state may be the nomination of 
Josephus Daniels for governor. Mr. Dan- 
tels has tong been one of*the most promi- 
neat democratic workers of his state as 
well as one of the foremost editors. In 
his editorial capacity he wag most influ- 
ential in bringing about the redemption 
of the state from the republican-populist 
alliance, which temporarily took the con- 


~trol away from the democrats, and in the 


subseqent contest which brought about 
the franchise amendments to the constli- 
tution. He is an exceedingly virile, force- 
ful writer, a man of strong convictions, 
and a man of strong and interesting per- 
sonality. In his ringing arraignment of 
Judge Purnell, for which he was held for 
contempt of court, he voiced the senti- 
ments of the people of North Carolina 
in a way that has made him the toast of 
the state. He has never been an aspir- 
ant for political office, but several of the 
most prominent politicians of the state 
made the prediction a few days ago that 
if he were sent to jail the democrats 
would certainly make him their nominee 
for governor. And they may. 

It is impossible for people away from 
the scene to realize the intensity of the 
feeling in all parts of the Old North 
State over the Nitigation involving the 
state’s railroad, and especially over the 
action of Judge Purnell in sending Editor 
Daniels to jail. The enormity of this 
act, as they see it, was emphasized by 
the promptness with which Circuit Judge 
Pritchard declared it unwarranted. There 
is no state in the union where the people 
are more emotional or where state af- 
fairs attract more general interest. North 
Cagolina has the habit of reaching the 
setthing stage,;and more than once has 
the emotion of jthe moment operated to a 
popular uprising that has played havoc 
With political slates. And some people 
Seem strongly of the opinion that the 
State, convention, which assembles in a 
few days, may give practical demonstra- 
tion of its approval of Editor Daniels by 
making him the party’s nominee for gov- 
ernor. 

Judges and Contempt. 

In its expressions concerning the grow- 
ing practice of some judges on the federal 
bench in resorting to contempt proceed- 
ings upon every possible excuse—with in- 
cidental referénce to some of the politi- 
cal judges with which the southern atates 
have been afflicted—The Constitution was 
careful to make it clear that these ref- 
erencés included only some, but by no 
means all, of the federal judges in the 
south. There are a good many splendid 
exceptions. It is not necessary to speci- 
fy them, for they are known to all men. 
They show by their acts that they real- 
ize fully the true relationship between 
the courts and the people. 

With regard to the particular question 
of contempt involved in Judge Purnell’s 
decision, it is a fact that a good many 
judges have not agreed with Judge Pur- 
nell’s ruling based upon section 725 of 
the revised statutes. Oircuit Judge Pritch- 
ard is evidently one of these. Right 
here it is of particular interest to note 
that in the political turmoil which has 
swept North Carolina during the past ten 
or twelve years there igs no man who has 
so often been the target of Editor Dan- 
iels’ criticisms as Judge Pritchard. Pritch- 
ard was the recognized leader of the re- 
publican party of the state and was the 
most substantial factor in promoting and 
maintaining the republican-populist alll- 
ance, as the result of which he served 
two terms in the United States senate. 
If he were a small man, a man of the 
caliber of many of those associated with 
him in politics, he would have allowed 
his personal feelings to sway his decision 
to the detriment of his political enemy 
who had been made a victim by a re- 
publican judge. But Judge Pritchard is 
a big man. He lost no time in turning 
down Judge Purnell solely upon the law 
in the case. It is an interesting coinci- 
dence that his release of Editor Daniels 
was the first official act after his ele- 
vation to the circuit bench, 


An Alabama Case. 

Over in Alabama a somewhat similar 
proceeding was brought before Judge 
Tom Jones. Based on section 725 of the

Judge 
Jones intimated during the argument that 
the latter did not fall within the section.

Gorman and the Platform.

This matter of the platform is the one 
of highest interest to the democrats of 
the southern states who view this year's 
tampaign, not only trom the standpoint 
of hope for immediate success, but trom 
the even more important standpoint of 
the party's interest for the future. View- 
ed from either standpoint, it is a matter 
of congratulation that Senator Gorman 
is to go on the platiorm committee. ‘ne 
Maryland platform, which, as everybody 
knows, was either actually drafted by 
the senator or drawn under his personal 
direction, has been received with the 
most favorable comment by conservative 
democrats in all parts of the country, 
and is recognized by the astute leaders 
among the republicans as turnishing his 
party with excellent fighting material. It 
is difficult to see how Mr. Bryan or any- 
body else can take exception to it; it is 
further, difficult to discover in what re- 
spect it needs amplification. What the 
party needs is not a long document deal- 
ing with a lot of theoretical or academ- 
ical issues that are dead or unimportant, 
but a clear, incisive, clean-cut statement 
of the party’s position upon the matters 
which will enter into this campaign; 
and certainly the Maryland  platitorm 
may well serve as a model for the na- 
tional document. 

No Bryan-Hearst Alliance. 

One interesting development of the 
democratic campaign has been the ex- 
plosion of the theory tnat Mr. Bryan and 
Mr. Hearst weré in a combination under 
which the Nebraskan was throwing his 
support to Hearst. Some of the Hearst 
people have been making such claims, 
but the results in certain statés in which 
Bryan dominated show thatif any prom- 
ises of that kind were out, they were 
not kept. The probability is there never 
was any distinct arrangement or promise. 

In Mr. Bryan's own state, altheugh he 
@minated things absolutely and could 
have done anything he chose, a’ unin- 
structed delegation was chosen. Anotner 
state where Bryan's close political friends 
and allies were in control was Kansas, 
which, despite all the efforts of Hearst's 
supporters to secure instructions, sent 
an uninstructed delegation. And again in 
Oklahoma, where the Chicago and Kan- 
‘sas City platforms were distinctly and 
emphatically reattirmed as the résuilt of 
the control of Bryan men, the convention 
declined to instruct for Hearst. 

The surface indications are, therefore, 
that there has been no Bryan-Hearst al- 
liance to date. Of course, when the 
delegates gather at St. Louis they may 
endeavor to get together in some sort of 
a combination, just as the delegations 
supporting other candidates and other in- 
terests will. 

Out in Oregon. 

The Oregon state election yesterday had 
little national interest. Of course, Oregon 
is put in the sure republican column, 
She belongs there. The only ¢ontest with 
any outside interest at all attached to 
it was that in the first congressional 
district, where Binger Hermann, the 
present representative, who used to be 
head of the land office, was opposed by 
J. T. Veach, a democrat. Because of 
some of his public acts, many repub- 
licang have been opposing Hermann. His 
predecessor, Mr. ‘longue, carried the dis- 
trict two years ago by tne handsome 
majority of 7,372. 

No Hearst in Kentucky. 

Tne Kentucky democratic convention 

meets in Louisville next Wednesday.

Mr. Fontaine was accidental; that he 

was acting as peacemaker when shot. 

}In describing the altercation, he said 
that when the trouble began, Mr. Hunt 
fired at him (Mr. Williams) from across 
the table in the card room. Mr. Hunt 
said that all the firing was in the hall. 
Witnesses said that they had found no 
of trace of a bullet in the card room, but 
found where three bullets had eftered the 
walls of the hallway, where the difficulty, 
first begun in the card room, ended. In 
his statement Mr. Hunt said that Mr. 
Williams’ had knocked him down and 
was coming at him again when, fformh 
his position on the floor, he fired at him 
twice. Mr. Williams was slightly wound- 
ed in the side. “Bullets cut his clothing 
in the shoulder and went through the 
frant of his collar. 
that the bullet holes in the walls of the 
hallway were of such height that they 
must have been fired by one on the floor, 
such was the angle of the bullets. 

Witnesses testifie dthat Mr. Hunt and 
Mr. Fontaine were bosom friends. In 
his statement Mr. Hunt told of the strong 
friendship that had existed between them, 
and added: “I wish you gentlemen of 
the jury could know how I loved him. 
God knows I wouldn't have killed him.” 

Solicitor Gilbert represented the prose- 
cution and Hatcher & Carson and Little 
& Battle the defense. Arguments were 
submitted to the jury by Captain Gil- 
bert and Judge W. A. Little. 

The examination of witnesses consumed 
only two hours and the argument but 
a few minutes over an hour. It had been 
predicted that the trial of the case would 
take only one day. The verdict was the 
one that had been expected. 

Owing to the prominence of the par- 
ties great interest*was felt in the case. 
When the verdict was announced the 
friends of Mr. Hunt pressed around him 
and extended congratulations.

Columbus, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)— 
After being out fifteen minutes the jury 
m the Charles D. Hunt murder case 
brought in the following verdict at 4:45 
o'clock this afternoon: ' 

“We, the jury, find the defendant not 
guilty. TAYLOR GANN, Foreman.” 

This case was the outcome of the kill- 
ing of George H. Fontaine between 3 
and 4 o'clock on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 10 at the Muscogee Club in this 
city. An altercation occurred . between 
Mr. Hunt and Thomas A. Williams, in 
which Mr. Hunt drew a pistol. He 
claims that Mr. Williams was the ag- 
gressor and attacked him with a chair. 
In his statement to the jury today he 
said that all three of the gentlemen had 
hold of a chair, Mr. Williams trying to 
strike him with iit, he (Mr. Hunt) having 
hold of the chair trying to prevent him 
from striking him, and that Mr. Fon- 
taine, who was between them, was trying 
to get the chair from Mr. Williams and 
was acting solely as peacemaker, and 
that in the scuffle a pistol which he 
(Mr. Hunt) held in his hands was ac- 
cidentally discharged, the ball striking 
Mr. Fontaine.

COUNCIL AUHEES 
TO PARK RtPORT 


Piedmont Park Purchase and 
Annexation Both Apreed To 


Provision Also Made for Opening of 
School in North Atlanta Next 
September and for General 
Redistricting of City 
Ward Lines. 


Council made provision during the.ses- 
sion of yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
chase of Piedmont park, the annexation 
of north Atlanta, the opening of a pub- 
lic school in the annexed territory next 
September and a general redistricting. of 
the city as to ward lines, by adopting 
the report of the special committee, of 
which Alderman Inman was chairman, 
yesterday afternoon. 

The deliberations of this committee 
have been fully printed in The Constitu- 
tion and the substance of the report ‘thas 
been given. It is of interest, however, be- 
cause of the lively contest that has been 
in progress in north Atlanta over the 
question of annexation. 

The report of the special committee was 
adopted yesterday afternoon without de- 
bate and by a unanimous vote. 

The report in full is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: Your com- 
mittee, to-wit: finance, ordinance and 
city officials specially added, appointed 
to consider the purchase of Piedmont 
park, and the extension of the city Nmits 
on the north side, beg leave to report 
that they have had several sittings, at 
which all persons interested in either of 
these matters were notified to attend and 
express their wishes and give your com- 
mittee the benefit of their information, 
and after fully investigating the various 
propositions and giving al] who desired 
to be heard a fair hearing, we beg leave 
to report ag foilows: 

“*l. We recommend that the city limits 
be extended as proposed in the original 
resOlution, except that the line bordering 
upon the right of way of the Southern 
railway be changed from the east side o 
the railroad to the west side thereof, 
and, further, that the limits exterd 200 
feet Deyond Fifteenth streeé instead 
of along Fifteenth street, as at first pro- 
vided, and, further, that the eastern boumn- 
dary leave the right of way of the South- 
ern Railway Company at its intersection 
with Williams mill road and run west 
along the Williams mill road to Prospect 
street, And thence along Prospect street 
to the city limits, instead of continuing 
along the right of way of the Soughern 
Railway Company as at first provided. 

“2 Your committee has _ considered 
various propositions looking toward the 
incorporation of the territory above de- 
scribed#as a separate ward, but in their 
judgment it is better to redistrict the 
city, thereby giving to this territery 
proper representation in and as a part of 
a new ward, rather than in a separate 
and limited district, as the first proposi- 
tion would require. 

“Therefore, your commitee recom- 
mends that the charter of the city of 
Atlanta be amended whereby the pres- 
ent charter restrictions as to the sixth 
and seventh wards be repealed and full 
and ample authority and discretion be 
vested in the mayor and general coun- 
cil to redistrict the city, whereby the 
present ward lines may be changed, and 
the number of wards increased to a 
number not less than eight, and to more, 
if deemed advisable. This redistricting 
of the city, and rearranging of the wards, 
shal] be done by ordinance, prior to the 
next primary held for the nomination of 
city officials, and the said primary shaft 
be had for the nomination of aldermen 
and councilmen for the new wards, ar- 
ranged as above provided, and the citi- 
zens of the territory above annexed, 
shall participate therein on equal terms 
with the citizens of the rest of the city. 
However, the terms of,the present al- 
dermen and councilmen all be preserv- 
ed, and no change in the wards shall 
vacate their positions. ad 

“We recommend that the citizens in 
the territory to be annexed under this 
resOlution, shall be given equa] privi- 
leges with the citizens of the rest of 
the city, as soon as the financial condi- 
tion of the city shall permit, and that 
immediate provision be made for the oper- 
ation of a school in the territory above 
described, to accommodate the children 
located therein, and that council shall 
make provision in the present appor- 
tionment sheet whereby this recommen- 
dation shall be carried into effect, as 
follows: $1,500 for repair of Georgia 
building, for this purpose, and $1,500 
for salaries of teachers for balance’ of | 
this year, 1904. ; 

“3. We further recomend the purchase 
of ‘the property known as Piedmont 
park upon the approval of titles and 
execution of papers satisfactory to city 
attorneys—by the payment of the fol- 
lowing sums, in.the following manyer, 
to-wit: $20,000 cash, $10,000 witfout 
inuterest in January, 1905. and the hal- 
ance, not exceeding $9,000, © January. 
1906, bearing 6 per cent }tcrest per 
annum, the city reserving the right to 
take up this last amount prior to Jan- 
uary, 1906, upon paying the principal 
and interest accruing to date of pay- 
ment. 

“This purchase shall only fnclude the 
right and title of the present owners, 
subject to liens now held by Currier, 
et al., as trustees for the bondholders. 
The citv does not undertake to assume 
the said indebtedness, nor any part there- 
of, but simplv purchases, and will take 
deed. from the present owner or com- 
pany. subfect, however, to the lien above 
mentioned.” 

In view of the fact that there {s to 
be a geperal redistricting of the city 
the idea advanced severg] yéars ago by 
Thomas Peters. which he will again 
bring to the attention of council. fs of 
Interest. Mr. Peters desires to have 4 
ee word. which will be the eity

COUNCIL MEETS 
AGAIN TONIGHT 


General Tax Ordinance Is 
To Be Read and 
Adopted. 


After being in session from 3 o'clock 
until 6 o'clock yesterday afternoen coun- 
cil adjourned until 8 o’clock tonight to 
read and adopt the general tax ordi- 
nance, which will be effective from July 
1, 1904, until July |, 1905, and to con- 
sider any other business that might artse. 

The changes in the genera] tax ordi- 
munce have all been printed with the ex- 
ception of one, and that is a new section 
which places a license tax of $10 per 
race upon all bicycle races. 

The June apportionment sheet was 
adopted exactly as it was presented by 
the finance committee, of which Alder- 
man Inman is chairman. Only two votes 
were recorded against it. They were 
those ot Councilmen Quillian and Amor- 
ous, who voted in the negative because 
the sheet contained ay appropriation of 
$2,500 four the~Georgia building at the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition. « 

A discussion was,indulged in upon the 
adverse report of the ordinance commit- 
tee, Councilman Hynds chairman, on the 
resolution of Councilman Amorous whicn 
provided that all insurance policies of 
the municipality be so arranged as to 
expire on the same day. The adverse 
report of the committee was finally 
adopted. 

A resolution was introduced providing 
that such an amendment be secured to 
the charter as will be permit council to 
increase the salaries of the mayor, city 
comptroller and city engineer to $3,000, 
the amount that is to be paid next year 
to the city attorney, and increase the 
members of the board of tax .assessors 
to $200 per month. The resolution was 
referred. 

A resolution by Councilman Holland 
providing that the city’s lot on the cor- 
ner of Richardson and Fraser streets be 
sold and the money received from it be 
applied to the purchase of a new lot for 
a fire engine house in the third ward 
was referreJ to the claims committee, 
Councilman Iman Terrell chairman, and 
City Attorney Mayson, because of liti- 
gation regarding the title. A resolution 
by Councilman Holland permitting sa- 
loons to keep open on July 4 was laid 
on the table.

Police of New York Trying To Solve 
the Mystery of the Cab Trag- 
edy—Lawyer of Actress Says 
That Young Undoubt- 
edly Shot Himself. 


New York, June 6.—Proceedings were 
begun today by Coroner Nicholas Krown 
in an endeavor to solve the mystery 
surrounding the death of Frank T. 
Young, the wealthy: bookmaker. Young 
was shot on Saturday iast while on Nis 
way in a cab to a steamsnip pler to sail 
for Europe with his wife. With him was 
Mrs. Nan Patterson, formerly an actress, 
whom Young had known for several] 
years. Mrs. Patterson was held without 
bail by the coroner and was locked up 
in the Tombs prison. 

The police at first belleved that Young 
killed himself, but various circumstances 


caused them to change this opinion, and 
today the detectives in charge of the In- 
vestigation said they were sure Young's 
wound was not self-inflicted. 

The entire case may center about the 
revolver with which Young was killed. 
Six detectives have heen at work On this. 
feature of the case since Youneg’s death 
was first discovered. Friends of Young 
say he never carried a revolver. 

Much mystery was made of a witness 
who, it was said, would be produced at 
the inquest and whose testimony would 
go far to clear up the case. Friends of 
Young -said this witness was “not a 
thousand miles away from the scene 
when Young was shot.’’ Who this witness 
Is or what connection he had with the 
case could not be learned. It was sald, 
however, that when he took the stand 
and told his story it would be made 
plain that Young did not kill hjmself, 
and had no intention of doing so. Young’s 
body is at the home of a friend of the 
family in New Rochelle, whefy'§ the 
funeral services will be held this evening. 

The father and brother of Mrs. ‘“‘Nan’’ 
Patterson, who came here from Wash- 
ingwion. called at the ¢riminal court bulld- 
ing today. They had visited the gir!, but 
heyond expressing thefr bellef in ‘ther fn- 
nocence, declined to discuss the case, 

Since Saturday much that has important 
bearing on the case has been brought 
to light by detectives and the district 
attorney’s office. Reports of a quarrel 
hetween the dead bookmaker and Mrs, 
Patterson have been investigated, and 
the atatements that the actress threaten- 
ed Young have been looked into. Abra- 
ham Levy, Mrs. Patterson’s counsel, 
said today his client would undoubtedly 
he liberated after the hearing. 

“Everything points to the fact that Mr. 
Young shot himself,”” Mr, Levy said, 
‘and I am satisfied the coroner and all 
other unprejudiced persons will think so 
after all the evidence has been heard, 
We shal] insist that there be no delay 
in the hearing today, for it {s our Inten- 
tion to get our client out of the Tombs 
as soon as possible.”’ 

The coroner’s physician who performed 
the autopsy on Young's body s&id today 
that he saw no reason why the bullet. 
wound that caused the man’s death could 
not have been self-infilcted, especially if 
trigger had beén pulled with the thumb. 
Pieces of the epidermis removed trom 
the two fingers of the rignt hand of the 
dead man for close examination were 
pitted ag if with powder, although it 
was not clearly evident irom a hasty in- 
spection that the marks were made by 
powder, The Young case hearing was 
postponed by the coroner, and Mrs. Pat- 
terscn’s bail was fixed at $5,000. When 
the case was called, the district attorney 
asked for an adjournment. ‘This was op- 
posed by Mrs. Patterson's counsel, put, 
after a long argument, the coroner de- 
cided to put the case over until Friday, 

District Attorney Jerome later declared 
that he would oppose the release of Mrs. 
Patterson on bail. He went to the office 
of Coroner Brown and served notice that 
in event of a bondsman appearing with 
bail he would want to be heard in oppo- 
sition to its acceptance. 

“This is a case,’’ said he, “in which the 
coroner has no right to accept bail. 1 
shall oppose the release of this woman, 
no matter what amount of bail is of- 
fered.’’ 

It transpired that this action was due 
to the fact that Mr. Jerome has in his 
possession an affidavit of Willlam Luce, 
a brother in law of Young, in which 
Imce declares that on Friday evening 
Young told bim he was going out to see 
Mrs. Patterson. ; ; 

‘He asked me to go with him,” the af- 
fidavit says, “saying ‘the Iittle woman 
has some ietters which I must get from 
her. I'm afraid of her and I don’t know 
but what she might kill me. I'm through 
with her. J intend to break off tonight.’ ’’ 

lace went with him and met Mrs. 
Patterson and tha three remained to- 
gether until 3 o'clock Sunday morning. 
(Mrs. Patterson did not have the letters 
with ter, however, and, acoording to 
Luce, it wags for this reason that Young 
telephoned her to meet him on Saturday, 
asking her to bring the letters with her. 

Mrs. Patterson was taken back to the 


tombs this afternoon.

PROTECT FISH, 
COUNTIES ASK 


General Assembly Will Re- 
ceive Petition to That 
Effect. 


Augusta, Ga., June 6.—(Spectal.)—The 
following petition will be presented to 
the next general assembly to provide for 
the protection of fish in all the streams 
of this section, this move being made 
necessary by the facts that streams and 
creeks are being trapped and nets 
Stretched across many of them, and the 
game and fish wardens feel themselves 
inefficient to cope with the numerous in- 
fractors of the law: 

To the General Assembly of the State 
of Georgia: The citizens of Richmond, 
Burke, Screven, Jefferson, McDuffie, and 
Columbia counties respectfully show that 
the fishing in the streams in said coun- 
ties is being practically destroyed by 
the placing in the said streams of said 
counties dams, traps, nets, séines, and 
other devices for catching fish, at or near 
the mouths of the respective streams. 
Section 579 of the criminal code permits 
the use of such dams, traps, nets, seines, 
or other devices for catching fish, pro- 
vided one-third of the channel of the 
creek at low water is left unobstructed. 
It is the belief of your petitioners that 
the protection intended to be afforded by 
that section would be more effective if 
the use of dams, nets, traps, selnes and 
other devices was absolutely prohibited, 
and the catching of fish limited to hook 
and line only. We therefore respectfully 
petition that the law be amended in ac- 
cordance with this suggestion: or if it 
is not desired to amend such general 
law, a special law be passed for the 
protection of the said counties. 

Briar creek is believed by Chief War- 
den J. J. Doughty to be completely 
blocked with fish traps. Recently five 
traps were removed from the creek. This 
creek penetrates the six counties peti- 
tioning the legislature.

|BITE OF DOG MAY GIVE | 


TWO CHILDREN RABIES 
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They Are Too Poor To 
Pay for Pasteur Treat- 
ment. 


ESIDENTS of the vicinity of Carle- 

ton and Wells street were startled 

yeSterday by the cry of mad glog 
in the neighborhood and instantly “Con- 
fusion reigned supreme. 

After the neighbors had investigated 
the matter it was ascertained that Sam 
Kellar, 5 years old, a son of Henry Kel- 
lar, of 5 Carleton street, and May Mc- 
Kinney, a daughter of W. W. McKinney, 
had been bitten severely in several places 
by a black shepherd dog ,the property 
of Cornelfa Morgan, a negress, who re- 
sides in the same neighborhood. 

Shortly afterwards the children were 
removed to Grady hospital, where they 
were given the proper attention and-later 
returned to their” homes. 

The dog was killed by a citizen and the 
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head cut off and sent .o the Pasteur in- 
stitute, where Dr. J. N. Brawner, who 
is in charge of the institute, made a hur- 
ried examination and sald that from all 
appearances the dog was mad at the 
time it bit the two children. He will 
innoculate rabbits this morning with the 
brain of the dog, but it wil take two 
weeks for the poison to show. 

In the meantime the parents of the cNil- 
dren must suffer from the fear that their 
little ones will die from the bites of the 
dog. There is no provision for poor peo- 
ple of Atlanta to have the Pasteur treat- 
ment given them. It is necessarily a 
costly treatment and unless the parents 
can raise the necessary amount for the 
treatment of their children it may be that 
the ywill dle. 

Dr. Brewster, superintendent of Grady 
hospital, when asked if there was a fund 
in the city whereby poor persons could 
receive the Pasteur treatment, said that 
he was not aware of any such fund. 

‘“‘There may be some arrangement 
whereby these children can be treated,’’ 
said Dr. Brewster, ‘“‘but I do not know 
ayst what it is. There were only a few 
scratches on the boy, Dut the girl was 
bitten severely.”’

After the message of the mayor had 
been read, Councilman Holland, who was 
the chairman of the coroner’s jury that 
returned the suicide verdict in the 
Kloeckler case, moved that the action of 
Mayor Howell be ratified and that the 
reward be offered. His metion was 
adopted. Later during the session Coun- 
cilman Holland introduced and had re- 
corded the following resolution: 

“Resolved by the Mayor and General 
That $250, to be taken from 
the department of contingent, be offered 
as a reward by the city of Atlanta to 
party or parties who arrest, and 
who furnish sufficient proofs to convict, 
the murderer or murderers of Miss Sophie 
Kloeckler, whose death occurred at Lake- 
wood several days ago. 

‘Resolved further, That we urge the 
regular officers ot the law to leave no 
stone unturned in their endeavor to ap- 
prehend the guilty and that we charge 
alj citizens wno have Knowfedge of pacts 
bearing upon this case to report the same 
at once to the chief of police, to the end 


| that the guiity may be punished and jus- 


tice gatisfied.’’ 

Message of Mayor Howell. 

The message of Mayor Howell in which 
he discussed the death of Miss Kloeckler 
and in which he-notified council of his 
action in offering a reward for the arrest 
of her murderer, is es follows: 

“To the General Council. Gentlemen: 
You are acquainted with all the publfshed 
facts connected with the death of Miss 
| Sophie Kloeckler, which has recently oc- 
curred. Chief Ball applied to me before 
he left for St. Louis to request the gov- 
ernor to have Solicitor General Hill rep- 
resent the state before the coroner's jury 
for a reinvestigation of the facts con- 
nected with her death. I took the matter 
up with the governor and he requested 
Mr. All to represent the state in this 
matter, 

“Captain J. W. Nelms, sheriff, réquest- 
ed the governor to offer a reward and 
also the county commissioners. He also 
requested me to offer a reward in behalf 
of the city. I did not have any authority 
to do so, but in the interest of humanity 
and for the good of the city, not wish- 
ing that Atlanta should appear derelict 
in her duty to the protection of her 
citizens, | made up my mind to make a 
subscription of $250, knowing that if you 
did not approve it’ I would have it to 
pay. 

‘The young lady whose death has 
caused such a sensation in our midst was 
a descendant of some of the colonists who 
settled in Hiaebrsham county several 
years ago. Many of them have drifted to 
Atlanta and are now good citizens of our 
city, industrious, religious and prosperous 
people. This young girl, about five years 
ago, went into service as a domestic in 
my daughter’s family. She worked for 
e-ghteen months with her and was Capa- 
ble and industrious; there was no fault 
to be found with her in any way. She 
was punctillious in her religious duties 
and jeft the service of my daughter of 
her own accord, because she was offered 
more wages than my daughter could af- 
ford to pay. She hid a bank account 
and was really at the head of her famliy 
and vas looked upon as sch by them. 
From my personal knowledge of her and 
through information furnished by my 
daughter, who kept in touch with her 
after she left her service, I cannot find 
one single reason or motive that would 
make her think of taking hir own life. 

“I go not pretend to decide how she 
came to her death, but if it is a fact 
that she was murdered it is our duty to 
leave no stone unturned to bring the 
party or parties who committed the 
dreadful crime to proper punishment.

WILL NOT USE 
BIG MOTORS 


Walthour and Butler Will 
Ride Postponed Race 
Tonight. 


The dark clouds that gathered last eve- 
ning caused Manager Jack Prince te 
postpone the races. During the evening 
rain fell at the Pledmont park track, 
making the seats and track surface very 
wet. The race that was scheduled for 
last night will be pulled off tonight. The 
same programme that was on _ will be 
raced this evening; five-mile heats, best 
two in three, Walthour being paced by 
Gussie Lawson, and Butler receiving pace 
from Billy Saunders. 

The race will be paced by the littie 
four-hourse power motors. Both Butler 
and Walthour have had falls following 
the big motors and the National Cycling 
Association wired to Prince to abolish 
motor-paced races with machines larger 
than four-horse power. The big machine 
pacing has been the danger point with all 
pace followers. The speed was growing 
so very fast, increasing the danger so 
much that after Walthour rode 30 miles 
in Boston last Tuesday night, going miles 
under one minute and seven seconds for 
every mile, the officials thought it best 
to call a halt before another rider follows 
Harry Elkes’ fate. 

Wihen Manager Prince heard of the de- 
cision, he remarked that it was the best 
rule the National ° Cycling Association 
ever adopted. It gives the public better 
racing for the money and the racer must 
ride harder to win. It is not a case of 
suction with the little motors but a case 
of epeed and staying qualities. 

Bobby Walthour was pleased with the 
ruling. He said: 

“Every time I go into a race following 
these big pacing machines I do not know 
whether 1 am going to finish the race or 
not, for a rider risks his life every time, 
but with the little motors the races are 
just as fast and a man can take more 
chances. The public likes to see men 
ride for the money, and with the littie 
motors and no wind shields it is a case 
of dig from start to finish.’’ 

Nat Butler said: 

“Since I had my bad fall on the Sta- 
dium track I have wished that the racing 
board would call the big death dealers off 
for you go so very fast and the little 
thin tires wa ride on our racing wheels 
get so hot from the friction of the tracks 
that they are bound to burst. When a 
tire bursts with a rider going nearly a 
mile-a-minute his chances of coming out 
alive are one in a thousand. Some riders 
that are following the big motors today 
cannot follow the little motors, while all 
of them can follow the big ones and ata 
1:15 clip, but it is just as Walthour sayy 
instead of the public seeing a bicycle race 
with the big motors they only see a pro- 
cession.’’ 

In order not to disappoint those who 
wish to see Walthour follow the big mo- 
tors, Walthour has consented to ride one 
mile on exhibition tonight to establish 
a record for one mile. Lawson will also 
ride a.mile exhibition with Bushet. Tick- 
ets sold for last night will be Wsed to- 
night, while tickets sold for the race that 
wags to have taken place tonight will be 
good for Wednesday night. 

The box office will be open all day at 
Hammack’s drug store on the viaduct.

Augusta, Ga, June 6.—(Special.)—War 
has been declared on Cotton Row by 
the people who live in parts of the city 
adjacent thereto. In all the ware houses 
are kept barrels of water and great 
rows of tin buckets filled with water, 
These are for fire protection. 

Cotton Row has been for many years 
famous for the size and viciousness of 
its mosquitoes. It has been demon- 
strated that the water barrels and buck- 
ets of Cotton Row are great generators— 
(or Oncubators—for mosquitoes of the 
‘boldest and most fearless type. Science 
gays that Cotton Row turna, out these 
gummer pests at the rate of almost I,- 
000,000 a day. Kerosene in the water 
‘was suggested as & killer for the mos- 
quitoes, and it was about to ke adopted 
when one of the old negro catton han- 
‘@lers sugested that: “Kerosene and 
‘water is a h—l of a thing to fite 
‘fire wif.” The board of heaith will 
have to get a new remedy for the 
‘gkeeters in Cotton Row, and will have 
'to get it quick, for the neighbors are 
‘yeising all kinds of complaints.

food in Augusta, There has been for 
some time a demand for such a depart- 
ment. of the board of health here, but 
1 only recently that the city has 
provided the money to defray the ex- 
penses of the inspections.

‘Augusta, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—There 
ls much interest centered in the mass 
meeting called for Thursday night to 
fix the rules and regulations of the 
white primary and to set a date for the 
same. Registration for the primary and 
election began this morning. It is un- 
derstood that an effort will be made tu 
put on the Australian system of voting 
in all its purity. Augusta has been vot- 
ing under a secret ballot for several 
years, and the people have pronounced 
it a success and just what they want- 
ed. It will not be a difficult matter to 
make it more secret and more stringent, 
if such a thing ‘be possible.

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STORY OF ZOO 
AT GRANT PARK 


History of the City’s Me- 
nagerie Which Is Interest- 
ing at This Time, 


Since a movement has been. started to 
improve Grant park and to especially 
keep the zoo from going down, attention 
has been attracted to the collection of 
wild animals which has for many years 
pleased the park visitors and delighted 
the hearts of many little children. 

The story of the Gress zoo makeg an 
interesting chapter in the history of the 
park. 

On the !8th day of March, !888, there 
arrived in Atlanta the circus of Hall & 
Bingley. -It was no small side show, but 
one of the largest circuSes that ever 
came to the city. Colonel G. W. Hall 
and his partner, Bingley, had a row and 
so bitter was the quarrel that they de- 
cided to let the law take hold of their 
differences. Just as the show reached At- 
lanta, Colonel Hall retained Attorney 


Burton Smith and had him to file a Dill 
for a receiver for the circus. The ground 
for the bill was that the partners could 
not agree and would not cooperate. It 
was a case of a house divided against 
itself. When the bill was filed there 
Was an attachment for thousands of dol- 
lars against the menagerie, which was 
one of the best that any circus ever had 
in the gouth. 

J. Frank Lester was appointed re- 
ceiver. There were lions, tigers, camels, 
monkeys and all kinds of wild animals 
to be looked after. The cars containing 
the cages were sidetracked at the cor- 
ner of Marietta and Victoria streets. 
From there the cages were taken to the 
Stables of Jones & Rosser, on Hunter 
street. There the animals were kept 
some weeks and then ordered sold by the 
court. The sale was an auction and a 
large crowd was in attendance. George 
V. Gress bought the animals one by one 
and people began to wonder what on 
earth he wanted with a menagerie, and 
when asked he only smiled and replied: 

“Oh, I like lions and tigers for pets.’’ 

The circus cars were bought by T. J. 
James. ; 

After the sale Mr. Gress announced 
that he would present the whole menag- 
erie to the city for a zoo at Grant park. 
The gift was aecepted and the zoo was 
started. 

The Constitution raised a fund and an 
elephant was purchased and added ta 
the zoo. Later a lion! was bought by pop- 
ular subscription. The elephant was 
Clio and she was up to the day of her 
death the leading attraction of the zoo. 
At her death another subscription was 
raised and a new elephant purchased. 

Nearly all of the original animals 
bought from the circus have died. A 
few of them have been replaced.

ley’s circus, there were many prominent 
lawyers who have since died. lL. J. 
Gartrell, Porter King, J. D. Cunning- 
ham and N. J. Hammond were engaged 
on one side and they are all dead. The 
bill was sworn to . before Walter H. 
Whett, and he, too, is dead.

Missouri-Georgia Orchard Com- 
pany Wants All Peaches 


Arrangements Have Been Made 
Whereby the Entire Orop Will 
Be Bought and Placed by 
This Company, if Grow- 
ers Will Sell to Them. 


Fort Valley, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)— 
W. W. Henderson, manager/of the Mis- 
sourl-Georgia Orchard Company, gave out 
today a most interesting statement, rela- 
tive to marketing the Georgia peach, 
which will be welcome news to the or- 
chardists of this section. The question of 
having diversified markets to ship the 
fruit has been the principal barrier to 
the complete success of the grower. 

Every season when the Elberta is 
forced on the market this great crop is 
piled into three or four of the principal 
markets, the supply being entirely too 
great for the demand and heavy losses to 
the growers is the result. 

Mr. Henderson states that Hon. J. G. 
McNair, of St. Louis, who is president 
and principal owner of the Missouri- 
Georgia Orchard Company, has formed a 
partnership with Hon. J. H. Barrenberg, 
of New York, for the purpose of buying 
and marketing the Georgia peach this 
season. They have placed on their list 
fifty-six reliable commission houses in as 
many different cities of the United 
States, each one of which will be able 
to handle from one to five cars per day. 


q@ Will Handle Entire Crop. 

Under an arrangement of this kind 
they will be prepared to handle the en- 
tire peach Output from all the orchards 
of this section if they could be bought, 
and they propose being in the market at 
al] stages of the seaBen. They will be in 
a position to pay the Mighest price for 
fruit and will make Fort Valley the best 
peach market in the south. 

It is stated Mr. McNair has also made 
similar arrangements for handling the 
Missouri! crop, in which state he has 
enormous peach interests, This crop 
comes In directly after the Georgia crop 
is Over and each season he carries.a large 
number of Georgia hands to Missouri to 
assist him in gathering his crop there. 

A few weeks ago, when Mr. McNair was 
here for a few days, he gave out an in- 
terview saying thathe thought prices for 
peaches would be as good this season as 
they had ever been and warned the grow- 
ers not to sell out their orchards too 
chéap. Hon. J. H. Barrenberg has al- 
ways offered the highest market price for 
peaches, having on several occasions 
given as much as 25 cents per crate more 
than anyother dtiyer on the ground. 

The fact that these men will be in the 
market again ‘this season on such an 
extensive scale will be welcome news to 
ali the growers in the peach territory. 
The preparations they have made for 
handling th crop will enable them to re- 
lieve Targely the congested markets, which 
will prove of great advantage to all.

Some Drink Bills. 
(From The New York Press.) 

It is always the poor wage earner who 
Tuns up the great drink bills of the na- 
tion, no matter whether the article con- 
sumed be tea, coffee, whisky, beer, gin 
or rum. That explains why he is a poor 
wege earner. But do not forget that 
9312 per cent of the country’s population 
is coIMposed of wage earners, Hence the 
drink bil) of the United States for 1903 
was $1.451,633,379. Population, 81,000,- 
000. The drink bill of the United King- 
fom, population 42,372,556, for the same 
period, was $828,837,908. The British 
bill, héwever, does not include tea, coffee 
and cocoa, while ours does. Let us de- 
duct so as to be able to draw a proper 
comparison. Our bill for alcohblic and 
other stimulants (not beverages) was eX- 
actly $2,242,943,118. 

It is estimated by careful statisticians 
that all the drinking of a nation is done 
by about 55 per cent of the population, 
which raises the average per capita pret- 
ty high. Somebody is getting more than 
his share of liquor. Ireland consumes 
per head slightly more whisky than Eng- 
land, and Scotland nearly awice as much. 
Of beer England drinks 75 per cent more 
per capita than Ireland and over 300 per 
cent more than Scotland.

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MAY MAKE PARK 
OF LAKEWOOD 


Councilman Turner Presents 
That Proposition to 
Councll., 


As a result of the murder of Miss So- 
phie Kloeckler, Lakewood will probably 
be taken charge of by the municipal gov- 
ernment and be used either as one of 
the city parks or as a cemetery. Both 


propositions are now before the ordinance. 


committee and a report upon them will 
be made during the next regular session 
of council. 

It has several times been suggested 
that Lakewood be made into a public 
park under the care and protection of 
the municipal government, but never be- 
fore has a resolution regarding the mat- 
ter been presented to council. One was 
offered yesterday afternoon by Council- 


‘man Turner and at his own request it 


was sent to the ordinance committee, of 
which Councilman Hynds is chairman, 
for action. 

The resolution of Councilman Turner 
follows: 

‘‘Whereas, the city owns @ large tract 
of land generally known as Lakewood, 
and the same is now being leased Dy 
private parties, and is bringing practical- 
ly no revenue to the city, and is of little 
service to the public; and, 

‘‘Whereas, the larger part of this tract 
is covered by a large body of water, for- 
merly used ag the reservoir for the old 
water works, and this body of water 
serves no good purpose, but, on the con- 
trary, is a consistent menace to the 
property below by reason of any ruinous 
effects that might follow a break in the 
dam by cloud burst or other cause; and, 

‘Whereas, numerous fatalities have oc- 
curred in and about this lake, and same 
is now an uninviting resort; and, 

“Whereas, the city is in need of parks 


to accommodate the young and those 


needing rest and recreation, 

‘Therefore, be it resolved, That at the 
expiration of the present lease the board 
of park cOmmissioners be and they are 
hereby instructed to take possession of 
said property and to promptly drain off 
said water and devote the entire tract to 
park purposes, beautifying same to the 
utmost limit permittéd by the funds in 
their hands; and, 

‘Be it further resolved, That the finance 
committee be and they are hereby re- 
quested to make an additional appropria- 
tion to department of parks in order that 
the purposes of this resolution may be

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‘PARK BOARD ROASTED 


BY THE CITY COUNCIL 


Alderman Woodward Suggests 


That New Board Be Ap- 
pointed, 


LONGING ASKS COUNCIL 
CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 


Says He Is a Member of Board, but 
Has Never Been Invited To a 


Meeting—May Force Board 
To Spend Money.

The alleged general inactivity of the 
board of park commissioners was made 
the subject of what was decidedly the 
warmest debate of the year during the 
session of council yesterday afternoon, 
culminating in the suggestion of Alder- 
man Woodward ‘that the mayor throw 
over the whole business and appoint a 
board that will attend to business.’”’ 

A matter of general interest was the 
statement by Councilman Amorous of his 
intention to endeavor to have all the park 
work of the city turned over to Major 
Livingston Mims. 

Of the twenty-one members of the gen- 
eral council not one, not even the mem- 
bers of the park cOmmittee, made an at- 
tempt to defend the board of park com- 
missioners or to offer excuses for them. 

The matter first came up through a 
resolution presented by Councilman Hol- 
land which provided that the charter of 
the city be so amended as to permit the 
park board to apply to the G.:V. Gress 
zoo at Grant park the receipts from the 
cyclorama of the Battie of Atlanta, 
which was also presented to Atlanta by 
Mr. Gress, 

This met with opposition, headed by 
Alderman Inman, who took the position 
that it was better to allow all moneys to 
come to the city tax collector to be 
turned over to the city treasurer and ap- 
portioned by the finance committee as is 
the present system. From the discussion 
it appeared that members of council be- 
lieved the money from the cyclozama 
should be applied to the fhaintenance of 
the goo and it appears not improbable 
that Puture finance committees will re- 
quire the board of park commissioners to 
expend upon the zoo the amount received 
by the city from its cyclorama. 

Councilman -Holland' stated that he 
recognized the wisdom of what had been 
said. He therefore withdrew his resolu- 
tion and will make no effort to disturb 
the financial gystem of the city by mak- 
ing an.excepfion of Grant park. 


“What Is the Matter?’’ 

It was at this juncture that Mayor Pro 
Tem. Longino, who spoke from tite pre- 
siding chair, said: 

“If the council will excuse me I would 
like to know what is the matter with the 
park board anyway. I am a member of 
the board and I have never beén invited 
to a meeting.” 

“I will state that I was a member of 
that board last year,” said Alderman 
Woodward “and the only request I made 
of Mayor Howell when he began think- 
ing of the committees for this year was 
that he would leave me off the park 
board. There was not a meeting last 
year that I did not force by refusing to 
sign vouchers. I simply would not sign 
the vouchers for. tne bills. They would 
acumulate and al] over town you could 
hear kicking by merchants about the 
way the city’s business affairs were be- 
ing conducted. Once I sat down and 
wrote a letter to the president of the 
park board suggesting that he have a 
meeting of the board, which he did. 

‘‘There is no doubt about it. that board 
is not attending to its duties. They are 
not doing anything and if things are 
going wrong at the park they are re- 
sponsible for it. I suggest that the mayor 
throw over the whole business and ap- 
point a board that will attend to busi- 
ness.” 

Amorous’ Plan. 

Councilman Amorous, chairman of 
council’s committee on parks, said: 

“What AMerman Woodward says about 
refusing to sign vouchers last year is 
true, I know, bécause we had to pay 
this year a number of the bills of last 
year. I have a plan for the board that I 
am going to propose during the next

—; Demand Was Not Soficient To Check 


Declining Tendency. 


SPINNERS ARE HOLDING OFF 


‘New York Closed Easy 14 to 44 
Points Lower—New Orleans 
Left Off 11 to 42 Points 
Down and ,»Weak. 


New York, June 6.—The cotton market 
opened weak at a decline of !2@20 points 
under liquidation following lower Liver- 
pool cables and geenrally favorabi¢ 
weather over the south. The selling 
seemed to be led by houses with southern 
connections, while Wall street appeared 
to be covering, but the demand was not 
gufficient to check the declining tendency, 
and July sold down to /1.16 before the 
call was fairly completed. At this level 
there some buying by reactionists and a 
rally to about /!.28 for and 3 to. 4 points 
on the new crop months, but toward 
midday the market turned again under a 
renewal of Wall street pressure and Julp 
declined to 11.32, October at 9.63 and 
December 9.54, declines of about 24 
points. This was followed by a rally on 
reports of damaging rains in ‘Lexas tnat 
carried July back to about the best prices 
of the closing Saturday and the late 
months to the best point of the morning. 
But the news seemed to have no effect 
other than to stimulate covering by room 
shorts, and the list soon weakened again, 
and in the late trading reached the low- 
est level of the session, with July sell- 
ing at 11.10, a net Joss of 26 points; 
October at 9.50, a loss of 37 points, and 
December at 9.42, a loss of 36 points. 
The close was easy at the lowest level 
of the session, a net decline of 14@44 
points. Sales were estimated at 600,000 
bales. The sudden rise in the afternoon 
was said to be partly due to an in- 
creased demand for spot cotton, but the 
official reports from the southern spot 
markets showed no improvement in this 
directin, and local spot people stated tnat 
buyers of spot were holding off for still 
further declines. Advices from New Or- 
leans shortly after midday indicated that 
southern market leaders were supporting 
the market there, But the prices eased 
off after a slight rally, and there was no 
{indication of bull support locally, about 
the only buyers beinfi the short interests, 


The New Orleans Cotton Market. 


New Orleans, June 6.—In the spot cot- 
ton market there was a good demand. 
Buyers were out in force, and appeared 
to have fairly large buying orders. The 
expott demand showed some _ activity. 
Sales, 4,050 bales, including 650 to ar- 
rive and 900 f. o. b. Quotations 1-80 
lower. 

At the opening the tone was barely 
steady, with prices at a decline of from 
13 to 2! points under the close of Sat- 
urday. Liverpool was even lower than 
expected, being from !7 to !9 points 
down at the time of the opening of the 
local market, with prices on a steady 
downward trend. New York came in 
weak at a decline of from 17 to 20 points. 
The local market had a weak undertone 
throughout the tsessiom Prices grew 
somewhat steadier as the day progressed 
under the influence of covering by shorts 
and buying by bulls. Many traders look 
upon cotton at present levels as cheap, 
and they are of the opinion that spin- 
ners are sharing the same opinion and 
are buying quietly. The ring was noisy 
throtighout the day’and the country ap- 


_pearéd to be trading to a large extent 


and shared the bearish sentiment that 
is ruling the market. In the trading 
July first lost 14 points from the close 
of Saturday at 11.22, recovered to 11.33 
and fell off to 11.25. October lost 23 
points at 9.48, and after slight fluctua- 
tions eased off to 9.32. December first 
lost 23 points at 9.37 and ——- de- 
clined to 9.22. The new crop positions 
were dictinctly weak at the close. Net 
losses were on June !5 points, July Il, 
August 25, while the new crop months 
showed net losses of 38 to 42 points. 


The Dry Goods Market.

New York, June 6.—The accumulation 
of Ontario and Western stock in today’s 
stock market had more the appearance 
of an active speculation than anything 
that has occurred in stocks since the 
movement in Union Pacific in connection 
with the Northern Securities decision. The 
general market proved itself almost 
wholly irresponsible to this influence in 
spite of vigorous efforts on the part of 
small room traders to extend the move- 
ment into the rest of the list. The 
dealings in Ontario and Western in the 
first hour made up almost the bulk of 
the whole market for the entire day. 
The outcome of the incident had the ef- 
fect of leaving speculative sentiment more 
than ever hopeless over the chance of 
inducing any activity in the market. The 
organized movement on the part of a 
party of stockholders in Ontario and 
Western to effect the dissolution of the 
voting trust by which the stock is held 
is said to accoum for the movement. 
Various opinions as to the source of the 
buvinz were circulated, including the 
voting trust party, the Ca@dian Pacific 
and the Pennsylvania. No authority 
could be learned for any of these rumors, 
nor for the assumption that the voting 
trust is to be dissolved at all. In the 
lethargic condition which overcame the 
later market the feature was the inroads 
made at new points in the list of minor 
railroad stocks. The Chicago Great West- 
efn stocks were the most conspicuous 
victims today, the common losing over a 
point, the preferred Bs 5 and the pre- 
ferred A 13 1-2.
